The commission appointed by Gov- 


ernor Stuart, to arrange and plan for 
the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle 
of Gettysburg, the Congressional Com- 
mittees named by Senate and House, 
and the Representatives of the States, 
making a party of nearly fifty people, 
arrived in Gettysburg on last Thurs- 
day afternoon on the 3 o'clock train j 
from Harrisburg. 


The commissioners and representa- 


tives had gathered at Harrisburg on 
the evor-ing Before and Thursday noon 
had paid their formal respects to Gov- 
ernor Stuart and were then entertain- 
ed af a luncheon by the Harrisburg 
Club. 


Upon their arrival in Gettysburg 


they were taken over the First Day's 
Fight, and over Gulp's Hill. In the 
evening they were escorted to the 
Court, House by the Citizens' Band 
aud a crowded house greeted the visit- 
ors, bhowing the intense interest of 
this community in the proposed work. 
A better meeting and a more enthusi 
astic meeting had never been held in 
this place. 


General Louis YVaguer, president of 


the commission, presided and he had 
a happy word in presenting the more 
or less inpromtu program. He first 
introduced Dr. J. A. Singmaster, presi- 
dent of the Theological Seminary, and 
chairman of the local committee, do- 
ing the initial work toward the anni- 
versary. Dr. 
Singmaster 
welcomed 


the guests in the following words: 
Gentlemen of the Commission, Ladies 


and Gentlemen: 


N7ot since those memorable July- 


days 47 years ago, when these hill's 
and valleys resounded with the clash 
of arms as the mighty hosts of the 
North and of the South met in deadly 
combat—not since then has there been 
such a representative 
gathering in 


this historic place as that which has 
assembled here tonight. 
From the 


Great Lakes to the Gulf, from ocean 
to ocean, and from our territorial pos- 
sessions, at the behest of the Congress 
and of the Commonwealths have come 
wise and trusted men to plan a fil 
jubilee of one pf the greatest buttles 
of history. 


As the chairman of the Citizens' 


Meeting and of a permanent Commit- 
tee, it is my pleasant duty to extend 
to this honorable commission the cor- 
dial greetings of the people of Gettys- 
burg, and to assure you of our sym- 
pathy \\ith your purposes and to 
pledge you oar earnest co-operation 
in their worthy execution. Our peo- 
ple are in a real sense the custodians 
of this historic spot and take a lauda- 
ble pride in every effort which er- 
nances its beauty and perpetuates its 
memories. 


We cannot but be gratified that the 


hopes and the plans of our people for 
a fitting commemoration of the jubilee 
of the battle are being realized. Over 
two years ago at the invitation of Col. 
Xicholson, chairman of the Battlefield 
Commission, a number of gentlemen 
met to consider this matter. A town 
meeting was subsequently called, an 
organization effected and an Execu- 
tive Committee appointed to further 
the project. It was felt from the first 
that its realization demanded far more 
than local interest and resources, and 
that the National aud State govern- 
ments must unite in order to make the 
celebration commensurate with the im 
portance of the battle and with the 
ditrnity and glory of our great nation. 


Accordingly our committee waited 


upon His Excellency, Governor Stinirt, 
and suggested to him the propriety or 
presenting in his message to the Leg- 
islature a recommendation contemplat- 
ing the national celebration of the 
Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle. 
The Governor expressed his sympathy 
with the project and in due time rec- 
ommended the creation of a commis- 
sion invested with authority to invite 
governments to participate in the cele- 
bration.

We invite vou to share with us 
the enjovment of this great park iu 
these beautiful autumn days when the 
glory of tne dying year is painted in 
the gold and the crimson of the fadins 
leaf.

Rhode Islano, 
South Carolina, Florida, Virginia, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Arizona and Porto 
Rico. Six of the Pennsylvania com- 
mission, the remaining three being 
prevented by sickness, and four of the 
six members of the Congressional 
Committees. Senator Rainer and Con- 
gressman Tawney being kept away b> 
reason cf sickness. 


General Wagner then called upon a 


number of those present for short re- 
marks nertinent to the subject of the 
501 h Anniversary, that the celebration 
should not be merely a gathering of 
th* Blue and fhe Gray but of all the 
people of the United States and that 
Pennsylvania as the host with the 
help of the general government would 
make preparations tc help to take care 
of all who would come. 


United States Senator Geo. T. Oliver 


of Pennsylvania, gave the assurance 
of the help of the United State1-- to- 
ward the celebration. 


Secretary, Capt. and Rev. Dr. Boyle. 


made a brilliant address declaring thar 
the little unknown town ot Gettysburg 
before the war had by the great battle 
here become the svnonym for national 
unity and tiie name known the whole 
«orld round. He called attention to 
the memorials upon the field and hop- 
ed the day would soon come when 
along with the equestrian statue's of 
General Meade and his corps com- 
manders there would be en Seminary 
Ridge equestrian statues to General 
Lee and his corps commanders and 
this thought of Dr. Boyle met with 
en:husiastic applause from the audi- 
ence. 


Judge S. McC. Swope, a member of 


the local committee, briefly assured 
the commission of the hearty appre- 
ciation ot tne citizens in their work 
and that everyuiing in the power of 
the citizens will be done. 


Congressman lohn Lamb of Virginia 


v. on one of the greatest applauses of 
the evening when he declared that 
Gettysburg bad srttletl forever the two 
ureat questions of slavery and seces- 
<ion and settled rightly as the South 
now believed. Congressman Lamb had 
been in the battle of Gettysburg and 
save as two reasons contributing to 
the result, that the Union army ^-as 
fighting on northern soil and put into 
(hat fight the enthusiasm always gf'ing

struggle on native soil, and 


that thfi Southern armv had been dis 
heartened in their march northward 
by the fact that everywhere men not 
in the army were encountered, when 
they knew tnat about all available 
men were in the Southern army.

The stroug attachment of the faith- 


ful dog for its master has always 
seemed to me to involve oue of na- 
ture's secrets, difficult to explain or 
understand. Of the many cases that 
have coine under tuy notice, the most 
curious and remarkable is that of a 
doe which for four long years? i u t u e l 
war for the union followed the fortunes | 
of the llth Pennsylvania regiineut ! 
It ^vas brought int'i the

llth while °tne 
regiment was near! 


Chester, Pa., in -May, 1S61. It was a 
chubby little pup then, playful aud 
pretty, aud immediately became a | 
great pet with the meu. Ihey gave 
it the not particularly euphonious 
name of Sally, but its cognomen had 
one merit, at least-it correctly indi- 
cated its gender—and dogs' names do 
not always do even that. Sal If at 
once joine'd heartily iu all the frolics 
of the soldiers aud her temporal well- 
being was the constant care of a thou- 
sand meu, as brave and true as any 
who ever weut foith to battle at their 
country's call. In course of time the 
llth found itself on the upper Poto- 
mac, and we men of the 12th Massa- 
chusetts always regarded ourselves as 
fortunate iu being brigaded witti it. 


Sally's acquaintances now became a 


great deal more numerous. Whether 
she took, in any degree, her character- 
istics from her owners and protectors. 
1 never knew, but certain it was that 
at first she was just a little shy of us 
Massachusetts meu. 
1 thought at the 


time, that possibly this might be a - 
counted for by the fact that she was 
born m a neighborhood that had at 
pome time been visited by commercial 
travelers or peddlers from Yaukeedom. 
After a while, however, she consented 
to receive our attentions, aud was al- 
ways sure of a dainty breakfast from 
any Massachusetts ten tin to which she 
poked her nose—that is, if we were 
not worse oft than dogs ourselves- 
The llth Pennsylvania was command- 
ed by one of the oraveet men J ever 
knew—Col. Richard Coulter a veteran 
of the Mexican war—who soon became 
known throughout the 
brigade as 


"Dick Coulter, and iu course of time 
we began to speak of Sally as "Dick 
Coulter's dog." 


In this early period of the war visi- 


tors to our camp were plenty, but 
Bally was always very discourteous to 
outsiders, appearing to have a "holy 
honor for civilians, 
whether ladies, 


gentlemen, or strange darkies, and 
when such entered the camp 
she 


would immediately seek the protect- 
ion of the "boys in blue." Many a 
time at dress parade did I go over to 
the camp of the llth to see the impor- 
tant part that Sally always took in 
that imposing pageant. Then, with 
the long line at "parade rest," the 
drum corps slowly marching down the 
front, the colonel with folded arms 
calmly looking into the faces of the 
men, and Sally lying still at the/eet 
of the color-bearer, as if she loved to 
be in the shadow of the flag, the scene 
was an impressive one. Bhe seemed 
to understand for what purpose we 
were gathered there in that strange 
fashion and men who were not at all 
superstitious asserted it as their belief 
that the poor brute was in full sym- 
pathy with us in our loyal feeling 
Certain it is that later in the war 
when the shock of battle came and 
rebel prisoners were being brought in 
Sally's aversion to wearers of the gray 
was always unmistakably manifested 
and whenever she strayed outside o 
the picket line she promptly counter 
marshed the moment she came in 
eight of the enemy. On the inarch 
Bally followed closely behind the col- 
onel, and it mattered not, in the long 
marches, how many of the men fel 


out, 
she never straggled. When the 


brigade came into camp the llth wa 
always sure of being represented by a j 
colonel, a flag and a do«. 


Aug. 9, 1862, came, aud with it the 


battle of Cedar Mountain. This was 
Bally's first battle, and the meu of the 
llth fully expected she would go to 
the rear with the drummers. But no, 
she had Iain too many times at the 
feet of the color-bearer, aud became 
too familiar with the symbol of the 
nation's power to thus desert it in its 
hour of peril, and so she kept close to j 
the regiment, though the air was full 
of missiles aud the ground almost 
trembled beueath her feet. At Jiappa- 
hannock Statiou, Thoroughfare (jap, 
Second Bull Kuu. Chautilly, South 
Mountain, and Antietain she demon- 
strated the fact that dogs can be brave 
and true. Iu this latter bloody battle 
the was wounded, but she imitated 
many of her betters by remaining on 
the field until the fight was over. Jt 
wag soon enough then for her to have 
her wound attended to, and her sym- 
pathy for her brave protectors, who 
were lying about torn and bleeding, 
was manifested iu many ways pecu- 
liar to the canine. Men related after- 
ward bow Sally "came and licked 
their wounds," thus emulating the ex- 
ample cf certain other membeis of her 
tribe famous in scripture. 


At Fredericksburg Sally's record 


was bad. She was probably wiser 
than some of the generals, foresaw 
that the whole thing was to be an ig- 
nominious failure, and became de- 
moralized. 
Certain it is she ran away 


in the face of the enemy. But no one 
in the brigade ever blamed her for it. 
Indeed it is an open question whether 
ji would not have teen better for the 


cau«e if the whole army harl 


followed her example. One day, in 
the spriuir of'6:;. a division review 
trjos ulace. The men were ordered to 
appear at their best. A certain M»»- 
eachusetts 
regiment, well 
known 


throughout the army for its gallantry, 
resolved to outdo all others in it* 
cleauliness. So they visited all the 
sutlers aud bought their entire stock 
of paper collars aud white gloves, 
creating sucb a corner iu the market 
that there were uoue left for the other 
regiments of the division 
ihe review 


came. Thie regiment appeared, gor- 
geously adorned, their muskets shin- 
ing in the sun, the men marching 
with that erect aud firm tread born of 
a consciousness of superiority. Thus 
the other less fortunate battalions 
were made to feel chagrined aud un- 
happy. But the men of the llth were 
not content to sutler without striking ; 
b«ck. and just as the long line was*! 
formed, aud the bauds were playing j 
"Hail to the Chief," with the review- j 
iug olticer* aud their eUfI=. ridiug 
down in front, Sally appeared aud fol- 
lowed along iu front of the whole di- 
vision, having a paper collar around 
her neck, and a white glove on each 
paw. The joke was good-naturedly 
appreciated, and roars of laughter were 
heard long after the men broke ranks. 


At Gettysburg Sally atoned for her 


disgraceful conduct at Fredencksburg. 
We fought with the first corps on July 
1st, south of the town. We were forced 
to fall back in the afternoon in the 
face of superior numbers, and iu con- 
sequence of Howard's troops &ot be- 
ing able to keep the enemy away from 
our right flank and rear, but Sally re- 
fused to retreat. She held her ground, 
and was not seen again until July 4th, 
when it is supposed her patriotic io- 
stiucts led her back into "God's coun- 
try" in order that she might celebrate 
the glorious Fourth. 
Aud. by the 


way, 
wasn't that Fourth of July, 186o, j 


a glorious Fourth indeed! Gettys-! 
burg and Vicksburg iu one day, and i 
before rejoicings had ceased, Port, 
Hudson! But the manner of Sally's 
return from the battle field of ihe first 
day at Gettysburg is worth noting, 
and it reflects credit, too, upon a brave 
officer of the 12th Massachusetts, then 
a captain, later a lieutenant colonel. 
Sally came through the rebel army 
and was seen between the picket lines. 
The captain, though exposed to great 
danger in so doing, went out and es- 
courted her in, and was rewarded 
with the cheers of the whole brigade. 
Sally's unpleasant experiences while 
with the enemy taught her a useful 
esson, and she ever after clung closer 
to the llth. 


In the Wilderness, May 8th, '64. 


Sallv was wounded again. This time 
her hurt was more severe, being in 
the neck, and she had to be carried 
into the field hospital for treatment. 
Here the sureeons left their human 
"subjects" long enough to attend to 
her case, aud after having her wound 
operated upon and dressed she report- 
ed to her regiment for duty. I imagine 
I hear the reader ask, "Pray, what 
duty could a dog do m the army?'? 
True, Sally never carried a musket, 
but she did a great deal to encourage 
those who had the fighting to do, and 
on one particular occasion, about this 
time, she did much to check desertion. 
It is a well-known fact that the first 
thing a great many conscripts did 
after joining the army was to run 
away. One tried this in the llth. 
Bally saw him when he started and 
interrupted hi& game by planting her 
teeth hrmly in his flesh, thus remind- 
ing him of bis duty to his country. 


There is an old and probably true 


saying that "every dog has his day," 
and Sally's day came on the 6th of 
February, 1865. In the battle of Hat- 
cher's Run, the faithful creature, after 
being the constant companion of the 
men of the llth for nearly four years, 
sharing with them all their hardships 
suffering, going with them into all 
their great and bloody battles, was 
killed by a bullet from the enemy, 
and the brave boys dug her a little 
grave and buried her where she fell 
under the enemy's fire. The night 
before her death she howled a good 
deal as if she had a premonition of 
what was coming. She slept, or rath- 
er lay among the soldiers of company 
U, of the llth, and her most imme- 
diate neighbors were a sergeant and 
three meu. 
In the same fight in 


which she met her death, the sergeant 
aud oue of the men were killed and 
the other two were severely wounded, 
and thus another proof was given to 
support the oft-repeated saying that 
there is somehow and somewhere a 
strange channel, leading up through 
the animal kingdom to man. through 
which the shadows of coming events 
are cast before.

work as cashier of Bank of Waynes- 
boro. The discovery was made that 
lower lip of Mrs. Sollenberger was 
torn away from the gum and a baud- 
age has been placed around the lower 
part of her face to hasten recovery.

Number One. 


A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


twenty-six of article five of the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (if the Senate concur), 


That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same is. hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof:— 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 26. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows:— 


Section 26. All laws relating to 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
lated by law, and the force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts. Shall be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to establish new 
courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts now 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly and 
efficient administration of justice.

RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to eliminate the 
requirement of payment of taxes as 
a qualification of the right to vote. 
Resolved (if the House of Represen- 


tatives concur), That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, 
and the same is hereby, proposed, in 
accordance with the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof: 


That section one of article eight be 


amended, by striking out the fourth 
numbered paragraph thereof, so that 
the said section shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every male citizen twen 


ty-one years of age, possessing the fol- 
| lowing qualifications, shall be entitled 
' to vote at all elections, subject how 
ever to such laws requiring and regu 
lating the registration of electors as 
the General Assembly may enacr. 


First. He shall have been a citizen 


of 
the United States at least one 


month.

Second He shall have resided in thp 


i State one year (or if. having previous- 


I ly been a qualified elector or native- 


i born citizen of the State, he shall have 
removed therefrom and returned, then 
six months), immediately preceding 
the elertion.

phia all the jurisdiction and powers 
now vested in the district courts and 
courts of common pleas, subject to 
such changes as may be made by this 
Constitution or by law, shall be in 
Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts may 
be by law inci eased, from time to time, 
and shall he in like manner designated 
by successive numbers. The number 
of judges in any of said courts, or in 
any countv where the establishment 
of an additional court may be author- 
ized by law, may be increased, from 
time to time, and whenever such in- 
crease shall amount in the whole to 
tlt.-ee. sucb three judges shall compose 
a distinct and separate court as afore- 
said, which shall be numbered as 
aforesaid. 
In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
which any suit shall be thus assigned. 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to charge of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
udges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
pend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
:he first day of January succeeding 
ts adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Secton 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
n General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
:o the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 
Eight 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


:le nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section S. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaole property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by- 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
or debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise indebted: provided. 
That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

Some morning there is a button gone 


or there is a brand-new tear in \Vi) 
lie's jacket or Ethelinda's frock, ana 
the little mother brings out her sew- 
ing kit and selects the right spool of 
thread. 


If she needs cotton thread it is tar- 


iff-taxed % of a penny on each small 
spooi. 
It it happens to be a larger 


spool of cotton thread it has been tax- 
ed twice as much—1 penny each spool. 


But should the little job call for 


silk thread, that thread is tariff-taxed 
9% cents on each ounce. 


The smallest tax is on linen thread, 


as it is taxed only % of a penny an 
ounce. 


Does the little mother keep the 


spools neatly in a spool case—one of 
those little straw and silk affairs? She 
has been tariff-taxed 50 per cent on it. 


Then theie is a thimble, a hard-rub- 


ber thimble, perhaps, tariff-taxed 35 
per cent. Or it is of metal; metal thim- 
bles are taxed 45 per cent. 


Also the scissors are tariff-taxed—4 


cents a pair and in addition to that 15 
per cent. 


Many pins are needed. The ordinary 


pins are tariff-taxed 35 per cent; those 
with glass heads 45 per cent, and safe 
ty pins 35 per cent. 


Then there is a tape needle with 


which to run through a pucker-string 
or weave the little ribbons that simu- 
late shyness beneath a perfectly trans- 
parent or translucent shirt waist, and 
the tape needle is tariff-taxed 25 per 
cent. 


The whole darning and mending and 


button 
sewing outfit is very likely 


stowed in one of those wicker sewing 
stands, and that is tariff-taxed 45 pc-r 
cent. 


The little mother has bought a sew- 


ing machine out of the savings from 
the housekeeping allowance, and that 
is tariff-taxed 30 per cent. The need- 
les she uses in it are taxed 25 per 
cent. 


Ethelinda is saving for one of those

On Thursday morning the visitors

John C. Scarborough of North Caro- 


lina, then addressed the conference

Gen. Wagner then asked f6r ft sug-

feeling in that State was that Califor- 
nia would send its veterans to the 
celebration. Hon. Thos. D.

street said that Connecticut would 
send all veterans in that State who 
were in the fight and was told that 
all the soldiers in the State would be 
wanted. Mr. Buckingham 
promised 


the same thing for Delaware. Gen. G. 
K. Law of Florida after 
remarking 


that 47 years ago he started for Wash- 
ington by way of Gettysburg and got 
as far as Round Top and this year had 
almost as much trouble to get to Get- 
tysburg by way of Washington, and 
promised that his State would do her 
i'uli share toward the celebration. 


Gen. Geo. H. Roberts of Idaho, de- 


clared he had no plans to suggest and 
had no thought of one, but expected 
that a tentative plan would be pre- 
sented and thrashed out. J. B. Green- 
hut of niinois, said he came supoos- 
ing the commission would have some 
ideas in a crystalized form that could 
be approved or disapproved. He sup- 
posed the questions for consideration 
•were. Who do you want to come, how- 
will they be taken care of and what 
will I e clone for them. Ms State would 
co-operate in whatever was done Capt. 
John R. King of Maryland drew at 
tention to the u^elessness of talking 
and no plans to discuss. Senator Oli- 
ver of Pennsylvania thought the com- 
mission had started at the wrong end 
and should formulate a plan for dis-

sylvania commission, explained that 
the commission thought it would be 
better to hear suggestions before for- 
mulating a plan as there were many 
questions to be consideied. as for in- 
stance whether it should be a militar\ 
or chic celebration.

U. S. Senator Hevburn ill a short 


speech advised that the celebration be 
made one for the whole country, that 
every one should come as citizens of 
•i redeemed and saved Republic in 
citizens' clothes and that there should 
be no display of uniforms and buttons 
and tattered Hags, but come prepared 
to join in a !<roat peace celebration. 
The Senator then drew attention to 
the ages of all present, all over 60 
\earfa of age and gave this warning 
advice, steer clear of making this an 
old man's celebration, and to get 
\oung Mood in as nine-tenths of those 
who will pay their way to the celebra- 
tion ha\e been born since the war. 


There being some doubt as to length 


of time coveiing the commissions of 
In- iopi».-&tiitati\».-s ol the States, a mo 
ion was made by Major Benson of 
he Pennsjlvania commission, that the 
omiiiissioa be requested to ask the
